The movies, the dance, the fad 
for nudity and the shameless un- 
covering of the bodies of women 
and girls lead to necking and pet- 
ting. And necking and petting are 
the last step before adultery. I 
think we might say that cases of 
criminal attack and rape occur 
without petting, fondling and em- 
bracing and perhaps some cases of 


adultery with professional prosti- 


tutes do. But adultery rarely or 
never occurs between ordinary, de- 
cent people who want to do right, 
except through fondling, kissing 
and embracing, touching the bod- 
ies or seeing exposed bodies of the 
ones with whom the sin of-adultery 
is committed. Necking and petting 
is, in countless cases, the road to 
adultery,.a-road that .soon turns 
downhill, where people slide, even 
against their will, perhaps, to hor- 
rible sin. And all the other factors 
that *lead to necking and petting 
fondling and caressing between 
people who are not married, are 
leading straight toward adultery. 
Strip tease and leg shows; bathing 
suits which unduly expose the body, 
particularly women’s bodies; mag- 
azine stories and pictures that turn 
the mind specially toward love- 


‘making; the movies; the embrace 


of the dancé—these lead to sex de- 
sire and so to necking and petting. 
All these have broken down the 
modesty and natural inhibitions of 
purity, have even broken down the 
sense of respectability and decency, 


till on every bathing beach, in ev- 
ery darkened’ movie theater, on 
front porch swings, even on the 
dance floor and (most deadly of 
all) in automobiles far from chap- 
erones, young people mak e,free 
with each others bodies, hug, kiss, 
and fondle each other. They pet 
when there is no pretence of ac- 
tual love nor holy intention to mar- 
ry. They do it promiscuously, as 
shamelessly as the mating of pro- 
miscuous barn-yard animals. They 
cheapen holy love, they prostitute 
holy instincts, they arouse the pas- 
sions.of their bodies and inflame 
lust in their.minds. Then in count- 
less millions of cases they take the 
next step, one that naturally fol- 
lows, and commit the scarlet sin, 
adultery. 


The Bible on Caresses 


The Bible frequently mentions 
caresses as proper and beautiful 
expressions of love. Christian men 
of the Bible often are said to have 
kissed one another. We suppose 
such a kiss was on the cheek. The 
noblest men in some European 
countries embrace one another and 


kiss each other on the cheek as 


an expression of love or admira- 
tion. So they did in Bible times. 
So Jacob kissed his father Isaac 
(Genesis 27:27). So Jacob and 
Esau kissed each other (Genesis 


33:4). So Joseph kissed his breth- 


ren (Genesis 45:15). So Jonathan 


and David kissed one another (I 


The Most Interesting Story I Ever Heard

Among New Testament Chris- 
tians the embrace and the kiss 
were frequently used as an ex- 
pression of brotherly love. A most 
touching scene is that described 
when Paul came to Miletus and 
there, gathered to meet him were 
the elders of the church at Ephe- 
sus. Paul perceived that he would 
never see them again, so they fell 
upon Paul’s neck and kissed him, 
did these godly men, with tears 
(Acts 20:37). And five times in 
the New Testament Christians 
were commanded to salute or greet 


fone another with a holy kiss, or 


the kiss of brotherly love (Rom. 
16:16; I Cor. 16:20; II Cor. 13:12; 
I Thess. 5:26; I Pet. 5:14). We 


‘Suppose that in most cases, if not 


in all cases, it was intended that 
Christian men should greet Chris- 
tian men with a kiss, and Christian 
women should greet Christian 
women so. But at, least, we are to 
understand..that .caresses.and.af- 
fection were encouraged, with 
proper conventions. They are the 
normal expressions of loving

The editor is now engaged in a 
revival campaign in the city audi- 
torium, Roanoke, Virginia, spon- 
sored by the Roanoke Evengelis- 
tic Association, with the coopera- 
tion of a number of churches, Bap- 
tist, Methodist and Brethren. The 
auditorium as seated at. present 
holds 2,700 people, with room for 
more seats. 

Rev. Percy Crawford began the 
campaign last Sunday afternoon 
and night, since I could not arrive 
till Tuesday. The famous “Young 
People’s Church of the Air’ was 
broadcast over many stations from 
the auditorium and in the Sunday 
afternoon and night services, I am 
told, many came forward to con- 
fess Christ as Savior or to return 
from their backsliding, or rededi- 
cate themselves again to God. 

I began Tuesday night, with a 
good crowd which has steadily 
grown. Last night (Friday night, 
Feb. 12), I gave the first public in- 
vitation for people to come for- 
ward in public surrender to Christ 
and confession of Him as Savior. 
Ten or eleven came forward, sev- 
eral with tears, including those for 
the first time accepting Christ as 
Savior, backsliders who came to 
confess and forsake their sin, and

You say, “Well, I guess I need salvation; but Brother Ful- 
ler, you don’t know me, I am down in the deepest, darkest sin. 


Oh, I’m too far gone. I’m hopeless. You don’t know my con- 7 


dition. I am bound by the fetters of sin and passion. There’s 
no hope for me!” Well, you are just the man I want to talk 
to. You perhaps say, “Well, I know God can forgive sin, but 
does He have the power to cleanse and to wash and to make 
whole?” Let’s see. Take your Bible, please, and turn with me 
to the fifth chapter of the gospel of Mark, verses 1 to 8, and 
let’s see what God can do. This is not my illustration — this 


is God’s illustration. 


“And they came over unto the, 


other side of the sea, into the coun‘ 
try of the Gadarenes. And when he 
was come out of the ship, imme- 
diately there met him out of the 
tombs a man with an unclean spir- 
it, who had his dwelling among 
the tombs; and no man could bind 
him, no, not with chains: Because 
that he had been often bound with 
fetters and chains, and the chains 
had been plucked asunder by him, 
and. the fetters broken in pieces: 
neither could any man tame him.” 
Talk about your wild beasts! ‘‘And 
always, night and day, he was in 
the mountains, and -in the tombs, 
crying, and cutting himself with 
stones.’’ And notice the next verse: 
“But when he saw Jesus afar off, 
he ran and worshipped him, and 
cried with a loud voice, and said, 


-What have I to do with thee, Jesus, 


thou Son of the most high God? I 
adjure thee by God, that thou tor- 
ment me not.” And then note how 
quietly Christ spoke to that man, 
torn by an unclean spirit: “‘For he 
said unto him; Come oyt of the 
man, thou unclean spirit.’”” Drop 
down to the fifteenth verse, “‘And 
they come to Jesus, and see him 
that was poSsessed with the devil, 
and had the legion, sitting, and 
clothed, and in his right mind.”’ 


Now don’t take offense, sinful 
friend of mine. Every unregenerat- 
ed person within the sound of my 
voice is not in his right-mind. You 
are dead, alienated, and cut off 
from the light which is in Christ 
Jesus. Only when you become con- 
verted and turn to God and accept

Under the safeguard of ties of 
blood the kiss between men and 
women is often proper, for exam- 
ple, the kiss of father and daugh- 
ter. So Laban kissed his married 
daughters, and his grandchildren 
(Genesis 31:55). Jacob kissed his 
cousin Rachel (Genesis 29:11). No 
doubt that first kiss was on the 
basis of kinship, yet from that day 
_ they seemed to love one another 
' and later married. Thus we see 
that strong bonds of natural affec- 
, tion, safeguarded by character and 
the sense of responsibility, make 
kisses proper between father and 
daughter, mother and son, and in 
other cases where there are strong 
ties of blood and where sex attrac- 
tion would be properly curbed. 
The Saviour seems to have been 
pleased with the affection of John, 
the apostle who put his head on 
Jesus’ breast. He was also greatly 
pleased when a poor, fallen woman 
who came to Him for forgiveness 
kissed His feet repeatedly, wept 
over Him and then dried His feet 
with the hair of her head (Luke 
7238-45).

And so 
might others, in reverence, be 
blameless about such a caress. I 
remember when long years ago I 
went to the army during World

"before gone to Heaven. Under 
proper safeguards and obeying 
Sensible conventions, caresses may 
be proper and good. 


. Iam saying that caresses ought 
to be beautiful and blessed, they 
ought to come from the heart, they 
ought never to lead us wrong but 
make us richer and happier and 
- stronger to do right. 
| But since caresses are intended 
= to be holy and beautiful things, 
_ they should be safeguarded like all 
- holy things. The story of drunken 
" . Lot committing incest with his two 
4% ~=—s daughters shows that when alcohol 
> breaks down the natural restraints 
» of parental love, caresses may be 
shameful. The story of Amnon, his 
love and shameful rape of his., half- 
sister, Tamar ((I Sam. 13: 1-14) 
shows that even between brother 
and sister there needs to be a 
proper reserve to avoid temptation 
and sin. The truth is, of course, 
that wicked and licentious men or 
- ~~ woméh may make unholy and vile 
} that which,ought to be sweet and 
_ noble and pure. 


- Married Love and the Petting of 
Husband and Wife 


The Bible gives us a beautiful 
exposition of chaste and holy mar- 
ried love./The Song of Solomon 
tells the story of a bridegroom and 
a bride. I believe the book pic- 
tures the love of Christ for His 
'} church and the church for Christ. 
4 But it certainly also pictures the 
4 _ love, the ecstasy and the mutual 
joy of a young couple whose love 
has now led to matrimony. In the 
ond of Solomon every bridegroom 
‘ find some of his own holy. 
BEvtation over .the beauty of his 
_bride’s body and the sweetness of 
her . Solomon, we think, 
is pictured as the bridegroom. And 
this is the way he spoke: — 

_ Behold, thou art fair, my love:

behold, thou “art fair; thou hast 
doves’ eyes within thy locks: thy 
hair is as a flock of goats, that ap- 
pear from mount Gilead. 
“Thy teeth are like a flock of 
sheep that are even shorn, which 
came up from the washing; where- 
of every one bear twins, and none 
is barren among them. 
“Thy lips are like a thread of 
scarlet, and thy speech is comély: 
thy temples are like a piece of a 
pomegranate within thy locks. 
“Thy neck is like the tower of 
David builded for an armoury, 
whereon there hang a thousand 
bucklers, all shields of mighty 
men,

“Thou art all fair, my love; there 
is no spot in thee.” 

—Song of Solomon 4:1-4, 7. 
And again the bridegroom says: 
“How beautiful are thy feet with 
shoes, O prince’s. daughter! The 
joints of thy thighs are like jew- 
els, the work of the hands of a 
cunning workman, 

“Thy navel is like a round gob- 
let, which wanteth not liquor: thy 
belly is like an heap of wheat set 
about with ‘lilies., 

“Thy two breasts are like two 
young roes that are twins. 

‘Thy neck is as a tower of ivory; 
thine eyes like the fishpools in 
Heshbon, by the gate of Bathrab- 
bim: thy nose is as the tower of 
Lebanon which looketh toward Da- 
mascus. 

- “Thine head upon thee is like 
Carmel, and the hair of thine head 
like purple; the king is held in the 
galleries, 

“How fair and how pleasant art 
thou, O love, for delights! 

“This thy stature is like to a 
palm tree, and thy breasts to clus- 
ters of grapes. 

“I said, I will go ‘up to the palm 
tree, I will take hold of the boughs 
thereof: now also thy breasts shall 
be as clusters of the vine, and the 
smell of thy nose like apples; 


“And the roof of thy mouth like 
the best wine for my beloved, that 
goeth down sweetly, causing the 
lips of those that are asleep to 
speak.” —-Song of Solomon 7:1-9 


This is holy ground. These Scrip- 
tures ought to be read reverently; 
and such love-making, of course, 
is for husband and wife. It is prop- 
er and is evidently God’s plan that 
a husband should be proud of the 
beauties of his wife’s body, that 
she should ‘be “all fair’ to him. 
But the picture here given would 
be defiled and unholy if it repre- 
sented mere lustful fondling and 
petting between two people who 
are not given to’each other for.a 
lifetime, two people whose bodies 
have not become one flesh, two 
people who have not promised 
themselves wholly to each other. 


I think it proper here to also 
mention how the Scripture pic- 
tures the bride as feeling toward 
her husband. 

“Let him kiss me with the kisses 
of his mouth: for thy love is bet- 
ter than wine.” —Song of Solomon 
1:2. 

“A bundle of myrrh is my well- 
beloved unto me; he shall lie all 

night betwixt my breasts. 

“My beloved is unto me as a 
cluster of camphire in the vine- 
yards of Engedi. 

“Behold, thou art. fair, my love; 
behold thou art fair; thou hast 
doves eyes. 

“Behold, thou art fair, my be- 
loved, yea, pleasant: also our bed 
is green, 

“The beams of our house are 
cedar, and our rafters of fir.”’ 

—Song of Solomon 1:13-17. 


“He brought me to the banquet- 
ing house, and his banner over me 
was love. 

“Stay me with flagons,. comfort 
me with apples: for I am sick of 
love. 

“His left hand is under my head, 
and his right hand doth embrace 
me.” —Song of Solomon 2:4-6. 

Of the right kind of pure mar- 
ried love, Song of Solomon. 8:6, 7 
says, 

“Set me as a seal upon thine 
heart, as a seal upon thine arm: 
for. love is strong as death; jeal- 
ousy is cruel as the grave: the 
coals thereof are coals of fire, 
which hath a most vehement

“Many waters cannot quench 
love, neither can the floods drown} 
it: if a man would give all the 
substance of his house for love, it 
‘would utterly be contemned.” 

This love as as death.

This love cannot. be quenched by

water nor drowned by floods nor 
bought by all the substance of 
one’s house. But it must be pure 
married love with each of the 
mates given wholly to the other 
and with their love undefiled by 
sin, for “jealousy is cruel as the 
grave,” 

The Scriptures given above are 
the inspired Word of God, They 
are holy; they are good. They 
should be read reverently. Dr. Sco- 
field says: “Nowhere in Scripture 
does the unspiritual mind tread up- 
on ground so mysterious and in- 
comprehensible as in this book, 
while the saintliest men and wom- 
en of the ages have found it a 
source of pure and exquisite de- 
light. That the love of the divine 
Bridegroom should follow all the 
analogies of the marriage relation 
seems evil only to minds so ascetic 
that marital desire itself seems to 
them unholy.” — 

Absolute freedom of caresses and 
love-making and fondling is proper 
within marriage. “Every good gift 
and .every perfect gift is from 
above, and cometh down from the 
Father of lights, with whom is no 
variableness, neither shadow of 
turning” ( James 1: 17). In the Gar- 
den of Eden Adam and Eve, who 
were as pure and sinless as the 
angels of God, were naked and 
were not ashamed (Gen. 2:25). 

But allthis is clearly intended 
for married people, and it is clear- 
ly wicked and vile when the pet- 
ting, caressing and fondling is;a 
matter of unholy lust, uncurbed, 
characterless animalism, instead of 
proper, sanctified, married love. 

It is obviously intended that in- 
timate love-making and petting is 
to lead ‘to sex relations. And that 
means that such intimate petting 
and fondling is for married people. 


It is also quite clear from the 
Scriptures that kisses and caress- 
es, when outside of marriage, oft- 
en lead to adultery. 


For example, Proverbs 7 pot, 
how a simple youth, void of un 
derstanding, is led into sin by an 
harlot. “So she caught him, and 
kissed him, and with an impudent 
face said unto him....Come, let 
us take our fill of love until the 
morning: let us solace ourselves 
with loves” (Prov. 7:13, 18). So 
kisses and flattery and the enjoy- 
ment of a woman’s body may be 
expected to lead to adultery. 


In Proverbs 5:15-23. the Scrip- 
ture gives these plain words: 

‘Drink waters out of thine own 
cistern, and running waters out of 
thine own well: 

“Let thy fountains be dispersed 
abroad, and rivers of waters in the 
streets. 

“Let them be only thine own, 
and not strangers’ with thee. 

“Let thy fountain be blessed: 
and rejoice with the wife of thy 


youth. 7 

.“Let her be as the loving hind 
and pleasant roe; let her breasts 
satisfy thee at all times; and be 
thou ravished always with her 
love. 

“And why wilt thou, my son, be 
ravished with a strange woman, 
and embrace the bosom of a 
stranger ? 

“Ror the ways of man are before 
the eyes of the Lord, and he pon- 
dereth all his goings. 

‘His own iniquities shall take 
the wicked himself, and he Shall 
be holden with the cords of his 
sins, 

“He shall die without instruc- 
tion; and in the greatness of his 
folly he shall go astray.” 


Here we are plainly told that 
certain privileges of petting are 
for the married couple only and 
nobody else, “Rejoice with the wife 
of thy youth. Let her be as the 
loving hind and pleasant roe; let 
her chat satisfy thee at ail 
times; be thou ravished always 
with her love,” says, the Lord. 
Such intimacies are reserved for 
the husband and wife: Otherwise 
they are likely to lead to adultery 
and bring the curse of God. 


And several times God ~~ 
of fondling of the breasts as a 
of the sin of whoredom or adul 
(Ezekiel 23:8, 21). 

In Deuteronomy 22:28 God’s 
Word gives the punishment that 
shall. be meted out in this par- 
ticular case of adultery, “If a man 
find a damsel that is a virgin, 
which is not betrothed, and la 
hold on her, and lie with her, and 
they be found.”’ But hardly notice- 
able in this King James transla- 
tion of the Bible, is an indication 
that petting or for a man to han- 
dle the body of a woman precedes 


and often leads to adultery. The 


translated lay hold on is translated 
once to hold, three times is trans- 
lated catch, and eight times it is 


‘translated handle! The word used 


here about a man’s laying hold on 
a girl is primarily “to handle.” And 
the handling would naturally lead 
to adultery, as this verse indicates. 

Another striking provision of the 
Mosaic law is given in Deuteron- 
omy 25:11,.12 whieh says, “When 
men strive’ together one with an- 
other, and the wife of the one 
draweth near for to deliver her 
husband out of the hand of him 
that smiteth him, and putteth forth 
her hand, and taketh him by the 
secrets: then thou shalt cut off 
her hand, thine eye shall not pity 
her.” 

Could there be any stronger evi- 
dence of the danger and wicked- 
ness of men and women outside of 
wedlock taking liberties with each 
other’s bodies? 


on Passion and Bodily Desires 
hen Encouraged Often Over- 
whelm Reason and Override

It is well f6 remember that sex 
is of God. God prepared the bodies 
of men and women so each would 
feel a need for the other and so 
both, united in holy marriage, 
might have part in the reproduc- 
tion of the race. Nature, by -God’s 
plan, has so arranged that the 
whole-hearted love of man and his 
wife will lead them to.sex, inter- 
course and the conception of chil- 
dren, In other words, God planned 
that in the natural course of events 
all normal marriages would prop- 
‘erly and automatically result in 
children. So love-making stirs sex 
desires. But when, outside of mar- 
riage, sex desire is stimulated by 
petting, it may overcome all re- 
strafnts. Modesty, Christian rear- 
ing, purity of heart, good inten- 
tions, will power — all these may 
be broken down before the force 
of aroused sex desire. 


-In- other words, sex instinct ; is 
an automatic matter. It is one of 
the most powerful of all human 
instincts, and is said to be strong- 
er than any instinct except that of 
self-preservation. We must remem- 
ber that many matters and habits 
of life carry themselves on without 
the will. So, just as a drunkard 
might take a glass of beer and 
then be absolutely unable to con- 


trol his desire until he was dead| 


drunk, so men and women or young 
people who play with the sex feel- 
ing by petting and fondling one 
another and. by hugs and kisses 
are likely to find themselves swept 
off their feet, and led on into the 
actual sin of adultery, which they 
never planned. When people trifle 
with the human body, then some- 
times bodily passions take control 
and are stronger than the will, 
stronger than character. 

And we must remember that this 
is as true about women as about 
men. It is as true about good men 
as it is about bad men. Sex de- 
sire, strongly aroused, is often 
practically beyond control. The 
fact that the desire, when direct- 
ed toward anyone but one’s own 
married mate is sinful ahd danger- 
ous may be ignored just as the 
danger and sin of drink, or of dope- 
taking are ignored when a deep- 
seated craving has been aroused 
by long habit, but the sin and the 
danger are there, nevertheless. 

The best Christian in the world, 
if he is not a good enough Chris- 
tian to keep him from petting, may 
not be a good enough Christian. to 
keep from adultery, 

Lust may be as powerful if 
aroused by a casual acquaintance 
as if it were a holy desire between 
man and wife. And just as the 
drunkard may make tearful prom- 
ises and sign pledges and vow he 
will never grieve his wife by drink- 
ing again, but then, if he takes 
one glass of beer, may plunge in- 
to drunkenness and ruin again, so 
@ man or woman may break all 
his vows and forget all his prom- 
ises and all of his pure love for

Sex is a gift from God. It is 
meant for our happiness and our 
good. It is meant to tie husband 
and wife together in mutual love 
and devotion through a long life. 
It is meant to result in happy 
families-and beloved children. But 
when perverted and used wickedly, 
contrary to God’s commands, sex 
can become the most deadly enemy 
of any man or woman and lead to 
horrible ruin. 


Petting Prepares the Body for the 
Marriage. Relation 


Petting, as the term is often used 
among young people, referring to 
the intimate fondling and embrac- 
ing which cause strong sex excite- 
ment, is intended only for mates. 
Normally, the body prepares itself 
for its various functions. For ex- 
ample, the sight and smell of food 
causes the blood to go to the stom- 
ach of a@ hungry person and starts 
saliva to running in the mouth and 
gastric juice in the stomach, to 
digest food. Fear causes certain 
glands to secrete extracts which 
in the blood prepare the body for 
violent action. Fear causes the eyes 
to dilate to see any danger. Fear 
automatically causes the breathing 
to be deeper, and the body takes 
in more oxygen, preparing to fight 
or run. So petting stimulates the 
body to prepare for the sex act. 
Blood vessels are enlarged near the 
sex organs and they are filled with 
blood, become larger and more sen- 
sitive, increasing sex desire. Cer- 
tain glands are stimulated to dis- 
charge secretions. In the man the 
semen is produced more rapidly, 
and millions of germ cells are pre- 
pared. The condition of the body 
then cries out for mating. The 
heart beats faster, the breathing 
may be deeper. This condition is 
caused by hugs, kisses, and such 
necking, spooning or petting as is 
customary among young people. It 
is caused. by the close physical con- 
tact of the dance. It is also caused 
when the mind and imagination 
become centéred on” sex matters, 
as in observing a sex movie or 
reading sex stories, seeing nude 
pictures, or the exposed bodies of 
the opposite sex. 


. And this stimulation, particular- 
ly in the case of. the man, is not 
temporary. The large amount of 
the sex fluid produced in the male 
organs has a tendency to contin- 
ually cause sex desire until it is 
released, either in a sex uhion, or 
in self-abuse, or in a “wet dream.” 
Wet dreams coming oftener than 
a few weeks apart are likely 
caused by, extra sex stimulation. 


Even the memory of petting con- 
tinues to stir the imagination and 
sex desire long afterward. 


All thoughtful married people 
know that what I say here is true, 
and young people who have in- 
dulged in petting and have care- 
fully: analyzed what took place 
know there is terrible temptation 
in petting. 


Other Harmful Results of Petting 
Besides Adultery 


Though petting often leads to 
adultery and brings great danger 
to all who indulge in it, there are 
other very harmful results. If you 
by God’s mercy are not led into 
the scarlet sin by petting, these 
other results may cost you much 
in the future. 

First, promiscuous petting and 
fondling of others now may lose 
much of the sweetness of marriage 
later on. Much of the beauty of 
marriage is that it is new and 
fresh, enjoyed by two alone. What 
man, after he has examined the 
bodies of other girls or women, has 
fondled them, handled them, 
hugged them and kissed them, can 
come to his wife with the same

as if he had lived pure and clean 
and had saved his body and his 
sex interests wholly for her? On 
the other hand, do you think any 
man will enjoy the charms of his 
wife a8 well, if he knows that she 


has been handled, fondled, caressed | 


and had her passions aroused by 
the petting of a number of other 
men? No doubt, petting before 
marriage tends to make marriage 
insecure. No doubt many are di- 
vorced because there was no sweet- 
ness, no holy soul-union in mar- 
riage. The early experiences of 
married life ought to bind husband 
and wife together forever in mu- 
tual love and respect and delight. 
They ought to grow to feel that 
they were each made for the other 
and for no one else, and that each 
holds a place in the other’s heart 
and life and. experience that no 
one else ever has held or could 
hold. If marriage does not mean 
certain exclusive rights, then why 
should men and women feel them- 
selves bound by marriage? Petting 
before marriage certainly some- 
times leads to divorce after mar- 


Second, petting often loses a girl 
a good chance to marry happily. 
Even though men may be tempted, 
and may tempt girls to pet, often 
men of high ideals are then dis- 
gusted with the girls who allow 
themselves. to be pawed over. 
Women and girls who have no re- 
spect for their own bodies often 
lose the respect of the men with 
whom they pet, From long associa- 
tion with men and young men, I 
know, and hundreds of cases prove, 
that men will sometimes go with a 
girl whom they would not marry 
and will pet with girls whom they 
would not marry under any cir- 
cumstances. Any sensible man is 
bound to feel that if the principal 
attraction a girl has is her body 
she would not make a steadfast 
and desirable wife. And men often 
feel that a girl who will pet would 
go farther. What man wants to 
marry the girl that he feels might 
have committed adultery with any 
man she allowed to fondle her 
body ? 

Again, petting leads to many 
hasty and unhappy marriages. 
Sometimes after petting has led to 
adultery, young people who do not 
really love each other feel forced 
to marry. Recently a woman told 
me how she had hated her husband 
for many years. They went too far 
in their petting. Aroused desire led 
to adultery, and she felt bound to 
marry him, though after their sin 
she did not respect him and always 
blamed him for it. How many un- 
happy homes are so caused! Or 
petting may lead to such strong 
sex desire that it is mistaken for 
love. Many times people seem mad- 
ly in love. Yet when the honey- 
moon is over they find they have 
almost nothing in common, They 
do not enjoy each other’s com-, 
pany. Sex appeal alone is the poor- 
est basis in the world for a happy 
marriage! Even the European plan 
where parents plan the marriages 
of young people who do not yet 
love each other, but who learn love 
after marriage, in the ‘long run 
proves much happier than marri- 
ages based on sex passion only. A 
mate chosen for good family, 
beauty of character and personal- 
ity is much more apt to make a 
happy home than one chosen for 
temporary sex appeal. Of course, 
the ideal way is that people should 
learn to love each other before 
marriage, but that this love should 
be Based principally on character, 
on real adr tion and unity of 
interests and plans, and sanctified 
by-a clear sense of God’s leading 
and blessing. When a marriage is 
based simply on the sex passion 
which .is aroused in petting, then

One of the most lamentable re- 
sults of petting is that. sex mat- 
ters come to absorb the mind, to 
draw it away from wholesome 
pleasures and work and duties. Or- 
dinary pleasures lose their attrac- 
tion to people who give themselves 
to petting. I have known men who 
developed a state of mind in which 
every look at a woman was a lust- 
ful one and who all through the 
day talked of sex matters among 
their friends. Evil thoughts and a 
habit of dwelling upon obscene 
matters may last for years. Many, 
many Christian men have told me 
that an improper stirring of sex 
passions and dwelling on sex mat- 
ters in youth had left them with a 
recurring of evil thoughts long 
later, which to ok much praying 
and often much sorrow to over- 
come, 

Sex, when properly used is 
blessed of God and results in hap- 
piness and health and usefulness 
for both men and women. But when 
perverted, and when sex desires 
are aroused by illegitimate fon- 
dling and petting of the opposite 
Sex, great harm may result. 


Some Rules About Love-Making

engaged lovers their holding hands 
and an honest good night kiss, Yet 
some of the happiest couples I 
have known never even kissed each 

other until after marriage. But 


engaged couples need to hold 


themselves to strict account. They 
are not married, and they ought 
not to act like married people. 
They have need to observe <ertain 
decencies. and certain restraints in 
their love-making. Those who truly 
love one: another can wait for a 
little while to enjoy. each other 


fully after marriage. 


When engaged couples fondle each 
other overmuch the stimulation of 
sex desire may make them very 
unhappy. It is foolish to arouse, 
strongly, desires which we have no 
right to satisfy. On the other hand, 
engaged couples who tempt them- 
selves may fall into the great sin 
of. adultery. Though they are en- 
gaged, yet the adultery is a great 
sin and sometimes has heart-break- 
ing results, 

A young man sadly told me of 
the breaking of all his plans for 
the future. He loved a beautiful 
girl, and she loved him. But in 
their freedom each with the other 
their aroused bodily passions over- 
came them. Not waiting for mar- 
riage they abused their love in the 
scarlet sin. And then love died. He 
told me that each of them were so 
shamed and heartsick and so lost 
respect for each other that their 
love altogether disappeared and 
marriage was impossible. So, young 
people, if you want happy marri- 
ages, then while you are engaged 
be moderate and decent. See that 
no critic can ever hint later that 
you were impure before marriage. 
See that there is such reverence, 
each for the other’s body, that 
marriage will be all the sweeter 
because of your present loving re- 
straint. See that your love-making 
be so modest that it does not un- 
duly arouse passions, but only ex- 
presses affection fn a way that 
would not grieve the blessed Holy 
Spirit of God and in a way that 
you will never have cause to re- 
gret, and in a way of which you 
will never have cause to be 
ashamed. 

And if by petting and too much 
intimacy engaged couples are led 
into the scarlet sin, even if they 
go on and marry, it will probably 
be the cause of constant grief. The 
husband when angry may accuse 
the wife that she was impure be- 
fore marriage. And both may feel 
that the other was so weak in char- 
acter they may have likewise 
sinned with others, or would have 
done so if strongly tempted. The 
only way to the best happiness in 
marriage is in continence and hon- 
orable self-control and decent love 
before marriage. 

We have written plainly and at 
some length on this subject of pet- 
ting, believing that millions. of 
young people ,who sin and_ are 
tempted to commit the scarlet sin 
after the customary petting might 
be saved heartbreak and much 
trouble and sin if they were lov- 
ingly and intelligently warned. 


Christian's Body. Should Be Kept 
Sacredly for God, Who 
Dwells Within 


The Christian young person has 
a special reason to be careful about 
misuse of bodily passions, His body 
is the temple of the Holy Spirit of 
God, who dwells within. First Cor- 
inthians 6:13-20 warns us, “the 
body is not for fornication, but for 
the Lord,” (verse 13), that “your 
bodies are the members of Christ” 
(verse 15), that sex sins are spe- 
cial sins against the body as no 
other sins are, (verse 18). Then 
we are given the plain command; 
“What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple ph. the Holy 
Ghost which is in: you; which ye 
have of God, and ye Tis not your | 
own ? ? For ye are bought with a 

rice; therefore glorify God in your. 
our spirit, which are 
8” (verses 19 and 20). 

But even unconverted young peo- 
ple, and older ones, must remember 
that they are not brute beasts, to 
live like animals, revelling in sex 
passion promiscuously, without 
lawful and holy bonds, without sa- 
cred fidelity to a God given mate. 
For we.are made in the image of 
God. Christ had a human body like 
ours. How wicked to debase our- 
selves and defile our bodies with 


unholy lust, deliberately inflaming 


sex passion ‘like whoremongers and 
harlots, when we were made to be 
the temples of God!

you pray. For Timothy, a Christian 
young man, was commanded, “Flee 
also youthful lusts; but follow 
righteousness, faith, charity, peace, 
with them that call on the Lord 
out of a pure heart” (II Tim. 2: 
21). Can you “call on the Lord 
out of-.a pure heart,” if you do 
not “flee youthful lusts.” And Tim- 
othy was commanded to intreat the 
younger women “as sisters, with 
all purity.” That certainly ‘shows 
that he could not please God by 
fondling them, kissing them, em- 
bracing them, till both he and they 
were sexually aroused and their 
minds defiled with desire. 
Marriage is holy, and there is 
no blame, no defilement, no sin, 
in the love-life of husband and 
wife, who reverently remember 
that they belong to each other and 
to God, Bt how the Holy Spirit 
must be grieved when His temples 
our bodies, are defiled by necking 
and petting! No Christian can 
maintain his spiritual prosperity 
who so sins against his body and 
against others and against God, ~ 


Be Charitable; Do Not 
- Judge: Harshly 


I feel that older people need here 
a special warning. Many who read 
this message are older people. 
Your eyes are opened more than 
the eyes of many young people on 
the dangers of sex sins. Sometimes 
Christians who were licentious and 
vile in their early lives before they 
were saved, now think they see 
every kind of wickedness in young 
people who simply follow the easy 
but dangerous and wrong customs 
of the wurld, having never been 
taught what petting may lead to. 
Certainly petting and love-making 
is far more wicked when it is de- 
liberately. planned to lead to adul- 
tery than when ignorant young 
people, unwarned do not mean 
more than good fellowship and 
friendly affection. Promiscuous pet- 
ting among young people is still 
deadly dangerous and wrong, how- 


we do wrong to be bitter and ac- 
cuse of wicked intentions those who 
it may be, have never entertained 
the idea of adultery and would be 
surprised to know their danger. 
Younger people, and those older 
people whose mind is defiled with a 
wicked past and wicked thoughts 
must likewise be careful not to 
judge others. God sees the heart. 
Good doctors, often Christian men, 
may, having become accustomed to 
the .care of women patients, oper- 
ations, and childbirth, find them- 
selves disciplined till they are not 
specially tempted by necessary 
contact with the opposite sex in 
professional duties. That would de- 
mand high ideals, a good conscience 
and a clean mind. Should we think 
evil of every time relatives em- 
brace at parting? One of the most 
modest women I know, a remark- 
able, Spirit-filled soul-winner, one 
night after long pleading and 
teaching won a man to Christ as 
his wife joined in the-intreaty, and 
then hugged the man in joy when 
ihe was saved. It was unusual. In 
a younger woman, dealing with a 
stranger, the embrace would have 
been out of place, It might have 
been hurtful, and would have, at 
least, been subject to unfavorable 
comment. But in that godly wom- 
an, so wholly given to soul win- 
ning, none present thought it any- 
thing but the natural reaction of 
joy oyer a sinner won after much 
pleading. I wanted to embrace him, 
too. Age has a tendency to cool the 
passions of vouth if people live 
cleanly..And when minds are pure 
-and kept in holy restraint people 
are kept more easily from sin. 
I have said the above lest: pol- 
luted minds set out to make evil 
of every act by innocent people. If
